The 
city with all its buildings and inhab- 
itants was blown skyward in atoms, 
and scattered for miles by the winds. 


The nature of the catastrophe is 


declared to account for the almost 
unprecedented loss of life. Of the in- 
linbitants of the town itself, it is said 
that not one escaped. Even the 
corpses were consumed.

who stood before the paying teller had 
comparatively small accounts, running 
from a few hundred dollars to fifteen 
or twenty thousand.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE. 


Burbank's Spineless 
Cactus a Good 


Food For Man and Beast. 


The latest and one of the greatest 


achievements of the genius and pa- 
tient work of Luther Burbank Is the 
spineless cactus or opuutia, says the 
Sau Francisco Chronicle. Burbank has 
scut a case of these spineless opuntias 
io the California state board of trade, 
where it has been placed on exhibition 
with the Sonoma county display. 


These specimens show the cactus 


leaves in all the stages of evolution 
from the wild plant full of thorns to 
the thoraless leaf four times as large 


heavy. It thrives well on the 


desert or on absolutely barren ground, 
where nothing else will grow. 


In the evolution of the plant the 


percentage of water has been dimin- 
ished and the percentages of fiber, 
starch and fat largely increased. Anal- 
ysis made by Professor M. B. Jaffa of 
the state university shows the Cbico 
opuntia to contain: Water, 92.74; ash. 
l.CS; protein, 0.5S; crude fiber, 0.75; 
starch, 4.00; fat. 0.19. 


The plants are used for hedges or 


fences and for ornaments. The leaves 
furnish food for all kinds of stock, in- 
cluding poultry. The fat young leaves 
make excellent pickles and are good 
food when fried like eggplant 
They 


are also used as greens and produce a 
sweetmeat similar to preserved citron. 
The abundant mucilaginous juice from 
the fruit and leaves is mixed with 
whitewash to make it lasting wbtu 
exposed to the weather. The leaves 
are admirably adapted for poultices 
and as a substitute for hot -water 
bags. 


The frpsh fruit of the improved va- 


riety is unique in shape and color, su- 
perior to the banana in flavor and is 
usually sold at the same price as or- 
anges and can be produced at one-half 
the expense of producing 
oranges, 


apricots, grapes, plums or peaches, and 
there Is never a failure in the crop, 
which can be shipped as safely as 
other deciduous fruits. The juice from 
the fruit of the crimson variety is 
used for coloring ices, jelly and con- 
fectionery.

When a public official who has served one term of office asks for a\ 


second term, and appeals to his past record as a reason for his re-election, 


it is proper and reasonable to inquire whether that record is such as to 


justify the appeal. 
The Republican candidates for re-election to the office 


of Board of Public Service, are appealing to the voters to retuin them to 
office.

change made? 


When the contract was modified by the present board, why was the 


distribution system changed? Why is it that we now have only 19 miles of 
pipe instead of the 24.22 miles provided in the original ewntract? 


Why is it that the line running south and the line running north on 


Third street have never been joined instead of allowing them to remain 
dead ends? Dear reader, we will tell you. THERE ARE NO FUNDS AT 
HAND with which to purchase and pay for the laying of pipe. 


Again we ask, is this good business management? 
The voter will take all these things into consideration when it comes

ELGIN'S LOSS $100,000. 


This Was In the Six Years the Town 


Owned Itf ElectKs Light Plant 


A municipal electric light plant was 


installed in 1SSS and leased to a pri- 
vate company in 1004. It is estimat- 
ed that the loss during this period was 
at least $300,000 as compared with 
what it would have cost to light the 
streets by contract. 
A city 
official, 


quoted in "The Business of Municipal- 
ities and Private Corporations Com- 
pared," gives $106.73 as a moderate 
estimate of the annual cost per arc. 
He says: 


"The electrician's report shows that 


the city has been selling light for from 
23 per cent to 50 per cent less than 
ibe cost oi uiauuiaciure. Members oi 
the electric light department admitted 
they could not run economically for 
less than $35,000 per year, but they 
wanted $45.000. 
Under our contract 


with the private company we light the 
same number of lamps and more hours 
per year for $15,G54. a saving of $20.- 
000 per year, figuring operating ex- 
penses only. Information from anoth- 
er source makes these figures $42.000 
and $14,320 respectively. 
Statements 


from the light department show that 
if proper attention bad been given' to 
repairs of lamps at least $2,000 in coal 
would have been saved. 
Hardly a 


joint in our whole forty-five mile,Cir- 
cuit is soldered or wrapped: they are 
simply twisted together. 
There is no 


estimate of the enormous loss of cur- 
rent over such loose joints, and yet it 
iias been so for sixteen years."

CHANGE IN WILMINGTON, 0. 


Municipal Lighting Plant Abandoned 


After Ten Disastrous Years. 


A responsible citizen of Wilmington 


sends the following information: 


"In the year 1892 the village of Wil- 


mington built an electric light plant at 
the cost of some $40,000. The munic- 
ipality from year to year made chan- 
ges and additions and had accidents 
from bad management until In the 
year 1902 it decided to sell the plant, 
it having cost on an average over $10,- 
000 per year to operate same, frequent- 
ly being entirely without light for from 
one week to three months at a time. 
The service was very inferior, and cur- 
rent was furnished customers from 4 
to 5 o'clock in the evening until tnirt; 
night. 
The number of street lamps 


varied from 80 to 100. 


'"The plant was sold, together with 


the franchise for 'light and water, for 
the sum of $12.000. the plant being 
worth as junk about $7.000. the other 
?5,000 being for the rights and privi- 
leges under the franchise. 
Tbe com- 


pany that bought it constructed a new 
plant and furnishes an all night serv- 
ice." 


At present the total cost to the vil- 


lage for the lighting of the streets (123 
arcs), city hall and other public build- 
ings, together with fire protection from 
eighty-one hydrants an;l water for the 
public buildings, is less than the cost 
of operating the electric light plant for 
an average of ninety arcs under the 
municipal regime, without any allow- 
ance for lost taxes and depreciation, 
the latter item alone amounting to 
$3.300 a year.

TRIP OF THE POMMERN. 


Victor of International Balloon Race 


Describes His Flight. 


Oscar Erbsloeb. of the Gorman Aero- 


nautic feilenitiou. who piloted the big 
balloon Potii-uoru SSO miles, from St. 
Louis to AsL-ury Park, X. J.. recently, 
told how he aiid his aid, II. II. Ciay- 
toa, won the record breaking iutorna- 
tioual cup contest, says the New York 
Journal. 


"Our llight," said he, "was one of the 


I leasaiitest I have ever made. At the 
same time it was the longest, so far as 
distance and time are concerned. 1 can 
say that the race was a decided sac- 
cess. Our balloon, named after its 
owner. Freiberr YOU Ilowald of Pom- 
mem, won the first prize during the re- 
cent international race at Brussels, just 
six weeks ago. I was in the balloon 
then, and we sailed (>"0 miles and were 
In the air twenty-iune anil a hall hours. 
The trip just cnduci was a much longer 
one, for we remained in the air forty 
hours and covered more than l.luO 
miles, although we can count only 
about SSO or thereabouts, the direct dis- 
tance between St. Louis and Asbury 
Park. 


"The basket Is of the ordinary wicker 


kind, and on the sides of it were 
fastened large pieces of cork to keep us 
afloat if the balloon dropped into wa- 
ter. 
We also carried an anchor and 


the usual lengths of rope. Our outfit 
was very slender, because we wanted 
to carry as little weight as possible. 
The food was carried in two hampers, 
which we used as seats in the basket. 
\Ye had tea and coffeo, bread, chicken 
and muttou stew. 
Wo also carried 


mineral water, cider and a few bottles 
of wine. Oh. we did not fare badly at 
all in the air as far as the food ques- 
tion was conccrntkl. We had our three 
meals a day just as regular as clock- 
work. 


"Although Mr. Clayton had never 


made a balloon ascension before, he 
was" familiar with all the tricks and 
therefore soon learned that the cur- 
rent away up was stronger than in the 
lower tvgions and that at tin* higher 
altitude the current was setting in an 
easterly direction. 
We figured out 


that with good luck and careful watch- 
ing we might land iu the New Ens- 
land states. 


"So when the signal was given and 


we cast loose we arose first to an alti- 
tude of IdO meters and found a light 
breeze from the southeast which car- 
ried our balloon in a northwesterly di- 
rection. 
This would not do at all. 


Either we had made a miscalculation 
and would have to alter our course 
or we would have to look for other 
currents. 
Thc-n we threw out some 


of our ballast and soon reached ail 
altitude of nearly y.OOO feet. We threw 
four batji of sand overboard and found 
what we had been looking for—a goud 
current which carried us on a north- 
uortheasterly course. 


"I am afraid we miscalculated our 


course a little and thought we were 
farther to the north than we really 
were. If we had gone as we had in- 
tended to go we would have lauded 
farther to the eastward and would 
have covered a greater distance no 
doubt 
But I blame the American 


charts for that. Tlie very best charts 
I could get were those issued by the 
postoflice department in Washington, 
but they do not show the post roads 
nor do they locate the 
mountaius. 


There wort- times when we wore in 
doubt as to the exact locality and had 
to descend to make absolutely certain. 
We would call out to people below 
through a megaphone to tell us where 
we were. It was very unsatisfactory."
